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Hold-the-line Police Budget Proposes 
Take Home Cars, No New Personnel 


BYLAW CHANGES TO HIGHLIGHT

In the police budget for 
Fiscal Year 1990 presented 
at a city council worksession 
on April 24, City Manager 
James K. Giese proposed no 
additional personnel for the 
department. 

He noted that the department, 
in its preliminary request, had 
asked for two additional employ¬ 
ees: a records information sys¬ 
tems supervisor to take charge 
of the new data processing sys¬ 
tem and a part-time crisis inter¬ 
vention specialist to work with 
the police department. The sal- 
ary of the latter specialist would 
have been shared with Greenbelt 
CARES. 

Police Chief James R. Craze 
said that the data information 
system is now being handled by 
a uniformed officer. His request 
for a non-uniformed employee 
to supervise the records opera¬ 
tion would have freed the officer 
for regular police duty. Council- 
member Edward Putens asked 
what level of expertise the com¬ 
puter supervisor would be ex¬ 
pected to have. Lt. Kenneth Stair 
replied that the department had 
hoped to get an employee with 
a bachelor’s degree in informa¬ 
tion science or computer science. 
Craze noted that an employee 
wth these credentials would have 
more expertise than the officer 
now doing the work. 

Crisis Intervention 

Craze said that the depart¬ 
ment had also recommended the 
hiring of a specialist (salary to 
be shared by the police depart¬ 
ment and Greenbelt CARES) to 
help police officers with social 
problems such as runaways, do¬ 
mestic violence and suicide at- 
temps. When Putens asked whe¬ 
ther the computer professional 
or the intervention specialists is 
more important. Craze said he 
would choose the computer per¬ 
son. 

Take Home Cars 

Giese’s budget provides for a 
substantial step forward in the 
take home car program which is, 
according to Craze, one of the 
two most desired improvements 
in police officer benefits. Craze 
said that officers leaving the de¬ 
partment most frequently cite as 
their reasons for leaving the lack

of take home cars and the ab¬ 
sence of an early retirement 
program. 

The budget proposes to retain 
eight of the eleven vehicles 
which were slated to be replaced 
and convert them to take home 
cars. The addition of these cars 
would, in effect, provide 16 of¬ 
ficers with take home cars be¬ 
cause eight other cars are al¬ 
ready in the program on a shar¬ 
ed basis — one car for two offic¬ 
ers. 

With the cars already in the 
program, the number of take 
home cars would increase to 37, 
sufficient to provide officers of 
the rank of corporal and above 
and senior PFC’s with cars to 
take home. When councilmem- 
ber Thomas X. White asked how 
many officers would then not 
have cars, the answer was “six 
or less.” 

Residency Requirements? 

Giese said that he views the 
take home car program primar¬ 
ily as an employee benefit. How¬ 
ever, if the city is to derive 
some benefit from it (more off- 
duty officers in the* *city, quick 
response by off-duty officers in 


Representatives of the city 
council, city government and 
public works department discus¬ 
sed the budget and the city's 
need to reclassify its public 
works employees at a workses¬ 
sion on April 25 in the muni¬ 
cipal building. 

In 1990, $2.1 million will be 
allocated directly to the public 
works department, with well ov¬ 
er half designated for street 
maintenance. The 1990 figure is 
3.2 percent higher than the city’s 
current public works budget. 

According to City Manager 
James K, Giese, the budget does 
little more than fund the current 
level of services, with pluses 
and minuses in personnel. The 
most significant change involves 
assigning the Assistant Director 
of Public Works to the city fin¬ 
ance department and hiring a 
general foreman, 

’‘The foreman will relieve 
(Public Works Director George) 
Smith of the day-to-day super¬ 
vision and allow him to devote 
more time to management,” 


an emergency, etc.) it would be 
necessary to impose some resi¬ 
dency limits on officers benefit- 
ting from the program. He sug¬ 
gested that residence within a 
ten-mile radius or in Prince Ge¬ 
orges county north of Central 
Avenue might be feasible boun¬ 
daries. He also suggested that 
some accommodation might be 
made for long-time officers who 
live reasonably close to those 
boundaries. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld suggest¬ 
ed that some officers who live 
beyond the limit might be 
“grandfathered” into the pro¬ 
gram; new employees, however, 
would have to conform to the 
limits. 

Mayor pro tem Joseph Isaacs 
asked whether the city provides 
the gasoline for take home cars. 
Giese replied that the city picks 
up “everything.” 

25-Year Retirement 

In speaking of the new police 
retirement system put in place 
by the state legislature, which 
would allow retirement after 25 
years of service, Giese said that 
the city needs additional infor-

Giese said. 

Refuse Collection 

Giese’s biggest concern is ref¬ 
use collection, he said at the 
worksession. He said he prop- 
posed the $4.50 rate increase to 
cover industry-wide expense 
hikes, increased county trash 
disposal fees to fund recycling, 
and the loss of Windsor Green 
as trash removal customers. 

The loss of Windsor Green o 
private refuse collectors also re¬ 
quired the public works depart¬ 
ment to reduce the size of their 
refuse crew, from five to three 
people, 

Giese noted that an earlier 
meeting with the public works 
crew, remaining members com¬ 
plained that they were neglected 
in earlier city employee reclas¬ 
sifications that could have re¬ 
sulted in higher wages. 

“The public works department 
is responsible for a great varie¬ 
ty of different things, and re¬ 
quires a variety of skills,” Giese 
said. “1 think we have been for-

In addition to reports from 
officers and elected committees, 
the candidates for the board of 
directors and the audit commit¬ 
tee will be introduced and will 
make short addresses. 

There will be no drama in the 
voting since the number of can¬ 
didates for both these bodies 
exactly matches the number of 
positions to be filled. Incumbents 
Betty Deitch, Chuck Hess, Mar¬ 
garet Hogensen and Wayne Wil¬ 
liams are running for reelection. 
Members Ken Mileski and Su¬ 
zanne Zapposodi will run to fill 
the remaining two slots. 

Under normal circumstances, 
no more than five members of 
the board are elected in any one 
year. However, a sixth one-year 
slot was created this year by the 
resignation of Director Nancy 
Hutchins, who is moving out of 
town. The candidate who receives 
the lowest number of votes will 
fill the one-year vacancy created 
by Hutchins’ resignation. 

Candidates for the three-mem¬ 
ber audit committee of the cor¬ 
poration are: Lynette Andresen 
Marsha Barrett and Robert Rash- 
kin, Andresen already serves on 
the committee. 

Voting for the board of direc¬ 
tors and audit committee mem¬ 
bers will take place from 7 a.m. 
to 8 p.m, in the city council room 
on May 18, 

N & E Committee Election 

The five members of the nomi¬ 
nations and elections committee 
will be elected during the mem¬ 
bership meeting on the evening 
of May 17, Six candidates are 
competing for the five N&E po¬ 
sitions. They are: Lekh Batra, 
Yelena Gapanova, Peter Liebsch- 
er, John Taylor, Susan Walker 
and Helen White. White, Walker 
and Taylor are incumbents. 

Bylaws Amendments 

Two of the bylaw changes and 
the change to the Certificate of 
Incorporation aim at limiting the 
liability of officers, directors and 
employees in case they incur lia¬ 
bility in connection with their 
GHI duties. One of the proposed 
bylaw changes would replace Ar 
tide XI of the current bylaws, 
which now deals with such limi¬ 
tation of liability (or indemnifi¬ 
cation, as it is called). The word¬ 
ing in the current bylaw would 
be replaced by wording drafted 
by the corporation counsel which 
more fully takes advantage of 
the provisions of Maryland law 
as it was changed in 1988 by the 
legislature. 

Another proposed bylaw change 
provides authority for a one-time 
amendment of the Certificate of 
Incorporation (the “charter”)* 
The authority will expire at the 
end of the meeting. Finally, the 
change to the Certificate of In¬ 
corporation itself is on the agen¬ 
da. This change consists of in¬ 
serting a paragraph dealing with 
indemnification into the docu¬ 
ment. 

These two bylaw amendments 
and the proposed charter change 
are ail part of an effort to pro¬ 
vide adequate legal and financial 
protection for directors and 
agents of the corporation. The 
proposed amendments have been 
criticized by some members on 
the grounds that they do not 
spell out clearly enough that GHI 
would provide such indemnifica¬ 


tion only if the director or agent 
acted in good faith. However, 
the proposed bylaw amendment 
does provide that “no indemnifi¬ 
cation shall be permitted if 't is 
proved that such person’s actions 
or omissions were in bad faith 
or with deliberate dishonesty or 
that the person actually received 
an improper benefit in money, 
property, or services.” 

Some criticism has also sur¬ 
faced that these proposed amend¬ 
ments were brought up so late 
that members have not had suf¬ 
ficient time to study them. A 
bylaw study committee to review 
the bylaws and the question of 
amending the charter has been 
urged in letters to the editor of 
the News Review from members 
Mat Amber and Eunice Coxon. 

Other Bylaw Changes 

Three other bylaw changes 
are proposed. One represents a 
return to an earlier practice of 
allowing members attending the 
evening membership meeting to 
vote for directors and members 
of the audit committee after the 
meeting. This change was pro¬ 
posed by the nominations and 
elections committee. If approved, 
the new voting procedure will go 
into effect in 1990. 

Another proposed c h a n g e 
would amend the bylaw dealing 
with the duties of the president 
to limit his contract signing ob¬ 
ligation. The amendment would 
require him to sign only Mutual 
Ownership Contracts and any 
contracts which would involve 
transfer of real property. This 
change would bring the bylaws 
into line with current practice in 
which the general manager signs 
contracts for routine goods and 
services used by the cooperative. 

One other proposed bylaw 
amendment would be an editorial 
change which would eliminate a 
discrepancy in deadlines which 
was inadvertently introduced into 
the document when the bylaws 
were amended at the last meet¬ 
ing. The proposed change would 
increase from 35 to 45 days the 
period for presentation of a pe¬ 
tition which calls for censure or 
removal of a member of the 
board of directors or an elected 
committee. The ten-day increase 
is needed to allow time for the 
director or committee member 
who is the subject of the petition 
to reply to the charges. The re¬ 
ply could then be mailed out with 
the petition as part of the mem¬ 
bership package sent to mem¬ 
bers before the annual meeting. 

Door Prizes 

Door prizes will consist of a 
$100 United States Saving Bond 
and two $50 bonds. These prizes 
will be awarded at the end of 
the meeting. The meeting will 
then be recessed until 7 a.m. on 
Thursday, May 18, when voting 
for the board of directors and 
audit committee will commence 
in the city council chamber in 
the municipal building.

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Metro Green Line Still on Schedule, 
Completion Date Expected Late 1993

Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA) officials are optimistic that the College Park and 
Greenbelt Metro stations will be completed in late 1993 as 
scheduled. These officials are confident that remaining 
problems involving the use of wetlands, in particular those 
earmarked for the Greenbelt Metro rail transit car service 
and inspection yards, will be resolved. They also believe 
that the timetable will not be jeopardized by the planned 
appeal by the College Park Pilots Association and the 
Friends of College Park Airport of a decision handed down 
by a Federal District Court judge. 


Meanwhile WMATA will he 
moving ahead with construction 
of the College Park station. The 
longstanding conflict between the 
City of College Park and the 
county is apparently settled. The 
city will sell land needed for 
metrorail construction in return 
for commitments from the coun¬ 
ty dealing with sound barriers, 
screening devices, recreation and 
park improvements, and county 
executive support to limit den¬ 
sity of development in the vicin¬ 
ity of metrorail facilities. 

A construction contract has 
been awarded and Calvert Road 
is expected to be clo&ed at the 
rail crossing on May 30. When 
this occurs traffic moving from 
Kenilworth Avenue to Route 1 
will be rerouted either to Green¬ 
belt Road or East-West High¬ 
way. 

The permanent replacement 
road for Calvert Road will run 
from the north gate of the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland at Route 1 
and proceed southeast. It would 
go under the CSX railroad tracks 
touching the southwest corner 
of the College Park Airport, 
then swing southward to Lehigh 
Avenue and join existing Calvert 
Road near the 94th Aero Squad¬ 
ron Restaurant, 

Wetlands 

Currently the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Interior’s Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the Corps 
of Engineers arc evaluating a 
repoH by WMATA consultants 
Wallace, Roberts and Todd deal¬ 
ing with additional environmen¬ 
tal and design studies on possi¬ 
ble alternatives for the Green 
belt transit car service and ; n- 
spection yards. The report iden¬ 
tifies wetlands involved in Metro 
construction from Ft Totten to 
the Greenbelt terminus. It also 
determines where wetlands can 
be avoided or the impact mini¬ 
mized and where mitigating mea¬ 
sures can be employed, such as 
replacement of the wetlands. 

The report was prepared in re¬ 
sponse to EPAs criticism that 
WMATA’s earlier Environmental 
Assessment study had not eval¬ 
uated alternative yard locations, 
in particular those north of Sun- 
nyside Ave. 

WMATA wants to build the 
inspection yards on 70 acres of 
Beltsvilie Agricultural Research 
Center land located south of Sum 
nyside. north of the Capital Belt- 
way between Edmonston Rost¬ 
and the CSX railroad tracks. The 
station and parking lot are lo¬ 
cated south of the Beltway be¬ 
tween Cherrywood Lane and the 
railroad tracks. 

Last summer WMATA applied 
for construction permits for the 
service and inspection yards. 
The Corps of Engineers withheld 
the permits for excavation or fiL 
ling of wetlands because of E- 
PA’s concerns about disturbing 
the extensive wetlands on the 
BARC site. At the time EPA 


officials pointed out that about 
one third of the property had a 
wetlands ecosystem and that it 
is one of the largest wetlands of 
its type existing in Maryland 
today. (BARC's 1984 Master 
Plan endorses use of the land 
for the yards since the public 
benefited from a transit facility 
serving the region.) 

According to Webster May- 
comber of the Corps of Engin¬ 
eers, a decision on the permit 
requests will not be made until 
“June at the earliest.” 

Gerald Gough, Government Re¬ 
lations Officer for WMATA, told 
the News Review, “We expect 
to do what is reasonable and are 
prepared to utilize mitigation 
measures, including creating new 
wetlands.” 

Prince Georges County Tran 
sit Administrator Dee Allison 
said recently that a modifica¬ 
tion being considered for the 
yards on the BARC tract is to 
eliminate the proposed employee 
access road from Edmonston 
Road. In this way, fewer wet¬ 
lands would be disturbed and the 
Metro v ~ar turn-arb*jnd loop 
would remain the same size. Em¬ 
ployees would reach the yards 
via a new road built south of the 
Beltway adjacent to the railroad 
tracks. Another possible modifi¬ 
cation would be to eliminate the 


Edmonston Road access and to 
reduce the turn-around loop. 

Peter Stokely of the EPA said. 
“We are also looking at the Con 
tee site five miles from the WM 
ATA’s preferred location for the 
yards.” 

Meanwhile work is proceeding 
to widen Cherrywood Lane sou'-fc 
of the Beltway and to extend it 
over the Beltway to intersect 
with Edmonston Road north of 
Ivy Lane, (Cherrywood is al¬ 
ready completed to Ivy Lane.) 
Access to the station will be 
from ( berry wood Lane and hvm 
new ups to and from enc Belt- 
way. 

Congress has appropriated ad¬ 
equate funds to complete the 
89.5 mile Metro line, which in¬ 
cludes the Greenbelt station and 
yards. The West Hyattsville and 
Prince Georges Plaza stations 
have been under construction 
since 1987. 

Appeal 

Last fall the College Park Pi¬ 
lots Association and the Friends 
of College Park Airport request¬ 
ed that the Federal District 
Court grant an injunction that 
would halt all work and expen¬ 
ditures on the northern leg of 
the Green Line until further 
studies were made dealing with 
safety, historic and environmen¬ 
tal issues. According to Erwin 
Nase, president of the College 
Park Pilots Association, “the 
lawsuit requested to have the 
Green Line depressed under¬ 
ground where it would pass run¬ 
way 15-33 ” 

On December 5, 1988, Judge 
Thomas Jackson reviewed the 
case and according to lase, “de¬ 
termined against the validity of 
the injunction.” A Notice of Ap¬ 
peal was filed in the Federal Dis¬ 
trict Court on March 20, 1989. 


Calvert Rd. to Be Closed 

In a letter to Greenbelt Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld, Prince Georges 
County Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer John Davey this week an¬ 
nounced that the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au¬ 
thority has awarded the con¬ 
struction contract for the College 
Park Metro Station. Construction 
will begin soon and will require 
the permanent closure of Calvert 
Road at the rail crossing be¬ 
ginning on May 30. 

Design and location approval 
for relocated Calvert Road on a 
northern alignment has been re¬ 
ceived and construction will com¬ 
mence as early as possible. In 
the meantime and during the 
Metro station construction, ped¬ 
estrian and bike access will be 
maintained at or near the exist¬ 
ing grade crossing, Davey said.

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Hortieulturalist Phelan Sets 
City's Beautiful Plantings

Talking to Bill Phelan, the city of Greenbelt's horticul- 
turalist, one can't help being impressed with his intensity 
and enthusiasm when the topic of discussion is plants, 
particularly native plants and wildflowers. In the three 
short years Phelan has worked here, he has been busy 
transforming the city's flower beds and woodlands into 
islands of natural beauty .

On a crisp spring morning, 
Phelan awakens about 5:30 a.m., 
strolls to the back of his GHI 
house, gazes out on the drifts of 
red striped tulips called Heart’s 
Delight, sips hot coffee and pon 
ders the day’s activities. Most 
horticultural events are governed 
by the seasons and the weather 
Spring is for pruning trees, d*g 
ging up the spent flowering bulbs, 
planting annuals and perennials. 
Summer is for watering and 
maintenance. Fail is for planting 
bulbs and clearing away the de¬ 
bris of vegetation killed by the 
first frost. Winter is for plan¬ 
ning, pruning and planting seeds 
in his greenhouse. 

Phelan is particularly proud 
of his make-shift greenhous,, 
sheets of plastic draped over a 
lean-to behind the Public Works 
building. There he indulges h * 
interest in exotic seedlings and 
raises the vinca, pink zinnias, ad 
dwarfed, striped canna lilies that 
will go in the South way fljwer 
beds. Phelan hopes to have a real 
greenhouse next year so he can 
raise more plants from ieed, 
saving thousands of dollars < vrr 
the years by not having to pur¬ 
chase plants from a commercial 
nursery. 

He is also pleased about the 
installation of underground plas¬ 
tic pipe placed last year in the 
median strip along Southway, 
“It used to take two men close 
to a day to water the plants and 
trees along Southway," Phelan 
stated. "Most people don’t realize 
how much water is lost through 
evaporation, and how much is 
needed during thj summer." The 
most critical part of gardening 
is watering, followed by mulch¬ 
ing and fertilizing, Pheian con¬ 
cluded, The city plans to do one 
area per year, with Boxwood and 
the Lake Park areas scheduled 
for this year. The $2,000 cost 
of the Southway project wil 1 
more than be made up for the 
first year, Phelan declares. 

Oregon's Loss 

Having graduated from the 
University of Maryland with r 
degree in horticulture, Piieiar, 
with his entire family of par¬ 
ents, brothers and sisters, packed 
up and moved to Oregon, ex¬ 
pecting never to return ease to 
live. He worked for an orchard 
grower for 12 years. However, 
the vicissitudes of orchard life 
with its strong dependency on 
the weather and economic con 
ditions, plus the amount of pes¬ 
ticides used, proved discouraging, 
Phelan brought his young family 
back to Maryland, settling in a 
house on Ridge Road so that he 
can live and work in the City of 
Greenbelt, 

The Lake Park has been a 
particular challenge where eros¬ 
ion and tree damage from man 
and beast (can beavers be 
beasts ?) take their toll. The 
city s Adopt-A-Tree program, 
begun by the 50th Antrversary 
Committee, has enabled Phelan 
to plant many trees around the 
lake. He is fond of trees that 
are natural to the area and en¬ 
courages the purchase of white 
flowering dogwoods, redbuds .-nd 
shadblows. He is improving the 
soil with wood chips which, as 


they decay, help aerate, retain 
moisture and add organic mat 
ter. The oaks at the lake are 
now happier trees. 

Should we worry about gypsy 
moths attacking the trees at the 
Lake Park? No, says Phelan 
There are no great stands of oak 
at the lake. The infestation 
seems to be in the northern area 
of town, along Plateau Place, 
Woodland Way and Ridge Road. 

Police Building Plantings 

Phelan has developed a ’and- 
scape plan for the new police 
facility on Crescent and Kenil¬ 
worth. He is keen on year- 
round color, low maintenance 
plantings. His plans call for beas 
of viburnums, lavender, azateas, 
and nandina with scarlet berries 
in the winter and spring. The 
area around the Municipal Build¬ 
ing will be another new project 
perhaps to begin in the fall. The 
landscape architects, Kaufman 
and Kaufman, were hired to im¬ 
prove the paving and delineate 
the walkway system. Instead of 
the many scattered flower beds, 
the new plan calls for the flag¬ 
poles to be moved into one large 
bed, which will facilitate main 
tenance and provide a more vi¬ 
brant visual appearance. 

The pride of Greenbelt—trees 
and flowering shrubs—mark each 
area of the city. A long swath 
of white flowering Bradford 
pears line each side of Hanover 
Parkway and the median strip. 
Planted for the past ten years 
for their rapid growth, showy 
flowers, and distinctive pear 
shape, the trees are also 


maintenance nightmare, Phelan 
claims. Their main drawback is 
the brittleness of their limbs, 
which are apt to break off dur¬ 
ing an ice storm or when they 
become too heavy for the tree. 
Phelan now aims at pruning the 
trees every three years to im¬ 
prove their life span. He's also 
planting the aristocrat pear, 
which is not quite as susceoUble 
to breakage. Willow oaks are 
scattered among the Bradford 
pears in Windsor Green, which 
Phelan feels is a preferable plan. 

In the Lakewood wooded area 
that fronts Crescent Road. Phe¬ 
lan is planting drifts of daffodils, 
inkberry, mountain laurel and 
viburnums—all native plants that 
should grow well in the dry soil 
where water access is almost 
nonexistent. At the Greenbelt 
Museum, he created a low 
maintenance bed of daffodils in 
the spring, blue hydrangea and 
pale lavender hosta in the sum¬ 
mer, red and purple anemones 
in the fall. 

Phelan is excited about the 
new projects, about the oppor¬ 
tunities to learn and experiment 
with new seeds and new shrubs, 
"After people garden for a long 
time, they want to see more 
complex things—not just begon¬ 
ias and tulips," he declares. His 
great challenge is wildflowers 
and he is trying to grow them 
at the Lake Park and in other 
natural settings. Like any gard¬ 
ener, he has failures—the city's 
Christmas tree is a prime exam 
pie. "I didn't know much about 
evergreens when I first got 
here,’ he admits. 

The city has won a number 
of horticultural awards recently, 
mainly due to Phelan’s hard 
work and creativity. These in¬ 
clude awards from the Prince 
Georges County Beautification 
Committee in 1988 for the city 
entrance on Southway, the Han¬ 
over Parkway median, the en¬ 
trance to the Youth Ce't'r and 
the entrance to Buddy Attick 
Park. 

Phelan works with two assist¬ 


ants. He’s obviously a man who 
has found his calling. And many 
in Greenbelt are grateful for his 
artistry.

tunate in having a great many 
talented people who have joined 
the staff young and advanced 
with the department.” 

Smith recommended a change 
that would recognize the talents 
of public works employees. He 
added that all foremen should 
be classified up due to difficulty 
of hiring and retaining good 
people. 

City horticulturalist Bill Phe¬ 
lan also pointed out the depart¬ 
ment's difficulty in competing 
with higher-paying municipali¬ 
ties and the construction indus¬ 
try for employees. 

“In general, positions in pub¬ 
lic works are comparable to posi¬ 
tions in similar jurisdictions, 
but I am prepared to .consider a 
reclassification study,” Giese 
said. “I have provided a higher- 
than-normal reserve in the con¬ 
tingency fund to allow a change 
in classification.” 

Giese later said he hopes to 
complete the study before the 
start of the new fiscal year on 
July 1, 1989. 

Members of the public works 
department. Smith, x hel&n, Dave 
Helmecki, Victor Kirk, Kenny 
Hall, Gene Diest and Jimmy 
Kiefline, and of the city councP, 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, Joseph 
Isaacs, Ed Putens and Thomas

for new equipment. 

According to Smith, much of 
the equipment is rapidly becom¬ 
ing unrepairable and obsolete, 
but there is not enough money 
in the budget to pay for a new 
bulldozer or water sprayer.

Former Greenbelter Helps 
Rescue Two from Water 

Sgt. Michael G. Crowley, a 
young national guardsman in the 
special forces who grew up in 
Greenbelt, was returning to Bal¬ 
timore from a training exercise 
Sunday afternoon.

mation about the cost of the sys¬ 
tem and when the city would 
begin paying into it before it 
can budget for it. He anticipat¬ 
ed that the new system might 
increase costs by 15% of pay¬ 
roll (to 25% from the present 
cost of slightly less than 10% 
of payroll). 

The budget as presented does 
not fund this cost because Giese 
said he doesn't know when pay¬ 
ments will begin, if the city 
joined this system. 

Crime Statistics 

Five-year crime statistics were 
presented in the budget. Cases 
of assault declined by 16% in 
1988, reversing what had appear¬ 
ed to be a steady upward trend. 
On the other hand, auto thefts 
increased by 34% in a steady 
upward climb. 

Surprisingly, motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents declined by 13%; at a 
five-year Icfv of 289, accidents 
were down considerably from the 
370 accidents in 1984. Traffic 
summonses almost doubled from 
1987 to 1988. Craze attributed 
this increase to more stringent 
enforcement of speed limits. 

Adult criminal arrests increas¬ 
ed by 11% in 1988. However, ju¬ 
venile criminal arrests jumped 
68%. At the meeting, Craze at¬ 
tributed this increase to greater 
drug use by juveniles. (It should 
be noted, however, that while 
adult criminal arrests show a 
steady increase during the five- 
year period, juvenile arrests ex¬ 
hibit an erratic pattern. The 148 
iuch arrests in 1988 were pre¬ 
ceded by a low of 88 in 198 f7 
and are still below the 157 ju¬ 
venile arrests in 1984.) 

12-Hour Shifts 

Giese listed as a special ob¬ 
jective for FY90 an analysis of 
the 12-hour shifts instituted in 
the patrol division on a trial ba¬ 
sis. In response to a query from 
Weidenfeld, Lt. Philip Coombes 
reported that morale had im¬ 
proved considerably in this di¬ 
vision and that use of sick leave 
had decreased. 

Total Budget 

The budget provides for 42 
uniformed officers and 16.5 oth¬ 
er public safety positions for FY- 
90. The total police budget pre¬ 
sented is projected to cost $2,- 
963.100. Of this total, $2,183,- 
700 is attributable to salaries 
and employee benefits. 

Giese said that one item 
(building maintenance) which is 

S idgeted at a considerably 
gher level than last year is 
attributable to uncertainties a- 
bout the cost of operating the 
new police building during the 
break-in period. 

Other items funded include 
new 9mm handguns for officers 
not in the patrol division where 
these handguns are already in 
use; six replacement vehicles; 
radios and equipment for the 
eight vehicles to be retained in 
the take home car program, a 
video camera, and a Telex con¬ 
troller unit. 

Animal Control 

In discussing the one and one- 
half positions in the public safe¬ 
ty budget held by animal com 
trol specialists, Giese raised a 
point about the city’s current 
practice of housing impounded 
animals for three days at the 
kennel facility in the Public 
Works Building. 

He said that the “animal shel¬ 
ter is not liked by Public Works*’ 
and there was some feeling that 
the animals should be taken to 
the county pound in Forestville 
immediately. "If the purpose of 
impending animals is to punish

Citizens for Greenbelt 

At its regular Board of Direc¬ 
tors meeting on April 26, offi¬ 
cers of Citizens for Greenbelt 
(CFG) discussed several key is¬ 
sues. Eunice Coxon, who chairs 
the membership committee, an¬ 
nounced appointment of Sherna 
Comerford to head the CFG logo 
contest. This contest will con¬ 
clude in October and, in Ms. Cox- 
on's view, “provides local artists 
an excellent opportunity to dis¬ 
play talents" while giving the 
CFG a logo “truly representa¬ 
tive" of the city. 

President Marvin Holmes and 
treasurer Alan Freas discussed 
plans for the CFG Labor Day 
booth and related activities in 
September. It was felt that a 
volunteer from among the mem¬ 
bership was needed to spearhead 
this effort—one of CFG's most 
important events. 

The board approved steps tak¬ 
en by Tom Simon, a CFG mem¬ 
ber, to investigate creation of a 
rating system for the City Coun¬ 
cil. This rating system, origin¬ 
ally proposed by Simon and Jul¬ 
ian Weiss, would assess votes by 
council members on important 
local issues. It might be struc¬ 
tured along lines similar to rat¬ 
ings systems used to evaluate 
congressional votes.

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University Honors Joseph Sucher 
\s Distinguished Scholar - Teacher

Dr. Joseph Sucher, a Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland physics 
professor and longtime 
Greenbelt resident, was se¬ 
lected as one of five Distin¬ 
guished Scholar-Teachers on 
March 13. 

Sucher is a theoretical physi¬ 
cist and world-renowned expert 
on relativistic composite systems. 

“It is the need to use simul¬ 
taneously the two major intel¬ 
lectual achievements of the 
twentieth century, relativity 
theory and quantum theory,” he 
said, “which makes the study of 
such systems exciting and chal¬ 
lenging for me, 

“I love research. Like an ar¬ 
tist or musician who would paint 
or make music even if no one 
paid for it, I would try to do 
research even if I didn’t get paid 
for it,” Sucher said. “However, 
Pm one of those fortunate people 
who enjoys what he does, is 
reasonably good at it, and gets 
paid for it as well.” 

Sucher said he also enjoys 
teaching, but that it has draw¬ 
backs for him. “It’s gratifying 
to see a student improve. And 
it’s exciting, like a miracle, when 
a graduate student teaches me a 
new' way to approach a problem,” 
he said. “However, I’m not as 
fond of other parts of teaching, 
such -as writing exams or decid¬ 
ing grades. I work hard to make 
sure exams are not too long or 
difficult I’m glad to say. I’ve 
always received good ratings by 
students on fairness, but' poor 
ones on my handwriting.” 

As part of the nine-month 
program, Sucher will teach an 
undergraduate course for general 
students. “The Physics of Mu¬ 
sic.” an undergraduate course 


designed for honors students, 
“The Structure of Matter: From 
Molecules to Quarks”; and a 
graduate seminar, “Special Top¬ 
ics in Quantum Field Theory.” 

Career Landmarks 

Sucher, who was a 1952 Sum- 
ma Cum Laude graduate from 
Brooklyn College and received 
his Ph.D. from Columbia Uni¬ 
versity in 1957, has published 
more than 100 scholarly articles 
and given numerous lectures in 
his 32 years of teaching at the 
University of Maryland, He has 
received many fellowships, such 
as the Guggenheim Fellowship 
and NATO Fellowship, and many 
awards, such as the Faculty Re¬ 
search Award. 

Sucher was born in 1930 in 
Vienna, Austria. He came to the 
United States in June 191* \v th 
an exodus that Jbegan nearly 
three years earlier. “My fa her 
left Vienna in August 1938 be¬ 
cause he could see what the au¬ 
thorities were doing to their Jew¬ 
ish populations,” he said. He 
then arranged a transit visa 
through Germany into Luxem¬ 
bourg for the rest of the family, 
“my mother, my brother and his 
twin sister, and myself and my 
twin sister.” 

Escape from Germany 

After German guards had 
searched them and allowed them 
to pass, the Suchers waited for 
a few hours and then, in the 
darkness of Christmas Eve, cros¬ 
sed a snow-covered bridge into 
Luxembourg. “There was no one 
on the other side. Eventually a 
car approached, a man got out 
and told us to get in,” Sucher 
said. “The fact that my father ar¬ 
ranged our entry for Christmas 
Eve was no accident. The man, 
who had been hired by my father, 
had taken the border guards to

the local tavern, got them drunk 
and left them there. That’s why 
the station house was empty and 
how we got into Luxembourg.” 

The Sucher family spent the 
next two years in Luxembourg, 
and then several months in Por¬ 
tugal, until they left for the 
United States in June 1941, not 
long before the Atlantic was 
closed to such travel because of 
the war. 

The family first settled in Mil¬ 
waukee, Wisconsin, and moved to 
Brooklyn, N.Y., in 1944. 

And Then Greenbelt 

Sucher and his wife, Dorothy, 
whom he met while attending 
Brooklyn Coliege, have both been 


active in Greenbelt activities. 
Sucher benefited Greenbelt CA¬ 
RES and other organizations for 
several years with “simultane¬ 
ous chess exhibitions,” in which 
he played up to 10 other play¬ 
ers at one time. “The toughest 
part of those exhibitions was not 
on my head but on my feet since 
I was moving between boards for 
about five hours.” 

Dorothy Sucher, a psychother¬ 
apist and published mystery nov¬ 
elist, was active in establishing 
the Greenbelt Museum and is a 
former editor of the Greenbelt 
News Review. 

The Suchers have four child¬ 
ren: Gabriel, a 33-year-old law¬ 
yer; Michael, a 31-year-old com¬ 
puter analyst and musician; An- 
atol, a 26-year-old agro-ecologist 
researching non-chemical meth¬ 
ods of pest control, and Anne, a 
23-year-old psychology student.

SHI BOARD TAKES NO ACTION 
ON OVERPASS CLOSURE PETITION

At its meeting on April 27, the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. took no position on a petition asking 
for nighttime closure of the Gladys Noon Spellman pedestri¬ 
an overpass to help control vandalism occurring in GHI 
neighborhoods near the end of the walkway.

Roscoe Butler of Gardenway 
appeared before the board on 
April 13 requesting support for 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way and that the gates be closed 
from 11 p.m. to 6 a.m. Butler 
had also presented the petition 
at a city council meeting. 

At the April 27 meeting But¬ 
ler said he would like to have 
the backing of the GHI bo.-ird 
when the matter is taken up by 
the city council. Members of the 
board, however, were clearly un¬ 
willing to take a stand in favor 
of closing the overpass at night. 
Director Mac Wirick said he sym¬ 
pathized with anyone whose car 
is vandalized but, “Where do you 
stop?” he asked. Grime could be 
reduced, he pointed out, by clos¬ 
ing off the entrances into the 
courts and allowing in only the 
people who live there. 

Director Alan Freas agreed 
that gates are not the answer 
to the problem and suggested 
that a neighborhood crime watch 
would be far more effective 
Member Ralph Webb pointed oui, 
“If a kid wants to get across the 
bridge at 1 a.m. and the gate is 
closed, he’ll cross (the Parkway) 
to do so.” Director Margaret Ho- 
gensen agreed, adding, “It takes 
only one kid who misjudges his 
distance and gets killed” to make 
the whole community regret the 
closing. 

Chuck Hess sympathized with 
the petitioner but said he had 
never seen a gate that can keep 
someone out who wants to ge 
in. Leta Mash, chair of the Audit 
Committee, said the petition 
sends a bad message and suggest¬ 
ed that the board ask for more 
crime control in the area. 

However, when Director Ray 
McCawley made a motion ex¬ 
pressing GHI’s concern about 
the increase in crime but mak¬ 
ing clear that the board did not 
support closing the overpass at 
night, the motion died for lack 
of a second. Director Nancy 
Hutchins said she was uncom¬ 
fortable with going on record 
against the petition since only 
the police have the records of 
crime in this area. 

In the end President Wayne 
Williams got a consensus to sup¬ 
port sending a letter to the city 
council expressing concern about 
the increase in vandalism in the 
area around the overpass and 
asking for additional police sup¬ 
port to the area. 

Other Actions 

The board approved a solar¬ 
ium above a one-story addition 
for a residence in the 21 Court 
of Ridge Road. It also gave 
after-the-fact permission for a 
member in the 12 Court of Plat¬ 
eau to complete a privacy fence 
which exceeds the allowable 
length. The Architecture and 
Environment Committee had rec¬ 
ommended approval of both these 
projects. In the case of the fence, 
the recommendation was contin¬ 
gent on the owner’s changing the 
design of the fence and getting 
county and GHI permits for it. 
The owner agreed to comply with 
these stipulations. 

Approval of the fence came, 
however, on a 4-2 vote with Mc¬ 
Cawley and Hutchins opposed. 
McCawley said he feels that 


yards should not be totally en¬ 
closed and that privacy fences 
should stay within the guidelines 
of the rules and regulations. 
Hutchins, who said she usually 
supports A&E recommendations, 
rejected this one because she felt 
too many long privacy fences 
obscure the original plan for 
Greenbelt’s garden community. 

McCawley and Wirick both 
suggested that the regulations 
with regard to privacy fences 
may need to be reworked. 

The A&E committee report also 
endorsed the handrail designs ap¬ 
proved by the board at a pre¬ 
vious meeting. The report also 
announced that the house and 
garden tour is set for Septembei 
23 this year. Hogensen compli¬ 
mented the committee for the 
detailed report. 

Regular meetings of the board 
of directors will be held this 
month on May 11 and May 25.
